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Threatened Law Suit and EPA Request 
For Delay May Slow Metro Green Line

Although the Urban Mass 
Transportation Administra¬ 
tion (UMTA) released 
$119.2 million on August 29 
for completion of Metro's 
Green Line through College 
Park to the Greenbelt sta¬ 
tion, and although the Col¬ 
lege Park City Council on 
August 13 agreed to sell a 
19.9 acre city-owned tract 
needed for the subway line, 
officials of the Washington 
Metropolitan Area Transit 
Authority (WMATA) are 
not celebrating yet. 

Before the champagne bottles 
can be opened, signaling the 
start of construction of the final 
leg of the Green Line, several 
new problems—a law suit to halt 
construction and the Environ¬ 
mental Protection Agency's re¬ 
quest to hold permits in abey¬ 
ance—must be resolved. Com¬ 
pletion of the Green Line is sla¬ 
ted for 1993. 

Law Suit 

Citing safety and environmen¬ 


tal concerns, the Friends of Col¬ 
lege Park Airport and the Col¬ 
lege Park Airport Pilot’s Associ¬ 
ation filed suit on September 13 
in the U.S. District Court of the 
District of Columbia against 
WMATA, UMTA and others. 
The aviation groups seek to stop 
further design, construction and 
spending of funds on the Green 
Line as presently planned. They 
want an “appropriate realign¬ 
ment of the Green Line Exten¬ 
sion" which would avoid “desig¬ 
nated" wetlands and floodplains 
and the College Park Airport. 

The groups object to the Green 
Line's crossing the end (three- 
eighths of an acre) of the his¬ 
toric airport’s runway, “with 
trains elevated 25 feet up into 
the path of arriving and de¬ 
parting aircraft." They want 
the Metro line to run under the 
runway instead. 

The aviation groups also 
charged that “Metro's environ¬ 
mental analyses were incomplete 
and flawed." 

Beverly R. Silverberg, spokes¬ 
woman for the Washington Met¬ 
ropolitan Area Transit Authori¬ 


ty, said, “We believe that all en¬ 
vironmental and procedure re¬ 
quirements have been met, and 
we look forward to finishing the 
Green Line to Greenbelt by late 
1993. We're hopeful the suit 
will be dismissed." The funds to 
complete the line were released 
after environmental and histor¬ 
ical studies were approved by 
various governmental agencies, 
including the Federal Aviation 
Administration and Advisory 
Council on Historic Preservation. 

Metro officials have 60 days to 
respond to the complaint. 

Wetlands 

Another issue that could heat 
up involves the request by EPA 
for the Corps of Engineers to 
hold up permit applications for 
the Green Line Extension. (The 
Corps approves construction on 
wetlands and floodplains.) 

In his July 1 letter to the 
Corps, Green A. Jones, Direct¬ 
or of the Environmental Service 
Division, expressed concern a- 
bout the “piecemeal nature" of 
permit applications and of the

Greenbelters Visit Greendale to Help 
Celebrate Its 50th Anniversary

Greenbelt’s sister cities of 
Greendale, Wisconsin and 
Greenhills, Ohio were each 
built by the federal govern¬ 
ment in 1938, a year later 
than Greenbelt. Thus each 
city has been celebrating its 
anniversary with numerous 
events throughout this year. 

On September 10, Greendale 
sponsored a symposium focus¬ 
ing on its historical and plan¬ 
ning roots. The village, as it is 
called, invited Greenbelt’s May¬ 
or Gil Weidenfeld and his wife 
Muriel and City Manager Jim 
Giese to attend the symposium 
and banquet. The City Council 
invited me, as chairperson of the 
city's 50th Anniversary Commit¬ 
tee, to attend also. Joining the 
group was David Moore, city 
administrator for the town of 
Greenhills. 

A bus and walking tour of the 
village revealed some startling 
similarities to Greenbelt as well 
as many differences. In 1935, 
the federal government purchas¬ 
ed 3400 acres of farmland three 
miles southwest of the city lim¬ 
its of Milwaukee to build Green¬ 
dale, The community was laid 
out with an encircling green belt 
of parkland, garden areas and 
farms. About one third of the 
village remains parkland, owned 
and maintained by Milwaukee 
County. 

Today the village has greasy 
expanded beyond the original 5^2 
dwelling units housed in 366 
buildings. The town now has a 


population of 18,000 and is pri¬ 
marily an affluent residential 
suburb of Milwaukee with large 
homes ranging from $290,000 to 
$600,000, (What would Rexford 
Tugwell think of the town he 
envisioned for moderate income 
persons ?) 

More than half of the original 
homes — 274 — are single fam¬ 
ily units with 2-3 bedrooms. 
They are of cincrete (a type of 
cinderblock) construction, built on 
concrete foundations, with either 
lightweight tile or slate shingle 
roofs. Each home has a utility 
room which originally contained 
the coal-fired furnace and laun¬ 
dry facilities. Most have ga¬ 
rages incorporated into the ex¬ 
terior design. The remainder of 
the units are duplexes (45), tri¬ 
plexes (10), and sexplexes (15). 
Some of the one-bedroom units 
are called “bachelor apartments” 
and are located above garages. 

The interiors of the homes are 
on a scale similar to Greenbelt's 
homes. However, the first floor 
is finished with asphalt tile 
and the second floor with oak or 
maple. The living room has a 
beamed ceiling of 8-inch ponder- 
osa pine. 

Although furniture designed by 
the Works Progress Administra¬ 
tion was available for sale in 
Greendale, apparently not many 
people purchased it and there¬ 
fore few pieces are known to 
exist in Greendale. 

Unlike Greenbelt's superblocks, 
Greendale is laid out in the style 
of an English village with many 
short, narrow dead-end streets. 


About a dozen or so houses di¬ 
rectly face onto the street. The 
federal government did not en¬ 
vision two-and three-car families 
in Greendale, so parking along 
the narrow streets is a problem. 
The service side and garden side 
concept is evident, as most of 
the homes have an inner court 
or garden area. Interior walk¬ 
ways link the residential area to 
the village center. 

The federal government built 
a Village Hall in the heart of the 
city in the Williamsburg design. 
The central building with a co¬ 
lonial cupola has two matching 
red brick wings. Greendale was 
incorporated as a village in 193S 
when the present council-manag¬ 
er form of government was ad¬ 
opted, However, in Greendale 
“councilpersons" are called “trus¬ 
tees," while the “mayor" is 
called the “village president." 

As in Greenbelt, fhe fedeial 
government sold Greendale's 572 
homes in 1952. The original oc-

COUNCIL ACCEPTS BRESLER OFFER 
TO SELL PARCEL 2 FOR $360,000

If all goes as expected, the city should complete the 
purchase of Parcel 2 in October. At its September 19 regu¬ 
lar meeting, the Greenbelt City Council unanimously ap¬ 
proved a motion directing the city staff to “take whatever 
steps are necessary to purchase Parcel 2 in accordance with 
the offer” from Charles S. Bresler, owner of the land. 


In a letter to City Manager 
James K. Giese, Charles S. 
Bresler, on behalf of the trus¬ 
tees of Parcel 2, of¬ 
fered to sell the land to the 
city for $360,000. The city will 
also be responsible for all trans¬ 
fer taxes and settlement costs. 
Giese told council that the offer 
was within the range of the ap¬ 
praisals received by the city on 
Parcel 2. 

Bresler wrote that the offer was 
made by the trustees “In the 
spirit of cooperation and to a- 
void the legal and other expenses 
that a condemnation would en¬ 
tail ..." The offer is condi¬ 
tioned upon settlement's occur¬ 
ring by October 1. However, 
Giese and City Solicitor Robert 
Manzi said that it may not be 
possible to reach settlement by 
that date. Manzi said that a title 
search must be performed and 
that the land may need to be sur¬ 
veyed. The motion passed by 
council directed staff to purchase 
the land “as soon as possible." 

Parcel 2 is an approximately 
10-acre tract located between the 
Greenbelt Homes Inc. property 
and the Raltimore-Washington 
Parkway. (See map.) The coun¬ 
ty recently agreed to assume the 


debt on the adjacent former 
Board of Education property, 
clearing the way for the city to 
obtain the 72-acre parcel. With 
the acquisition of these two tracts, 
the city will own all the land be¬ 
tween GHI and the Parkway, 
from Gardenway to just beyond 
Northway extended. 

The city is also seeking to pur¬ 
chase Parcel 1, also owned by 
Bresler. Parcel 1 is a 102«<acre 
tract located north of the former 
school board land. Mayor Gil 
Weidenfeld said that the offer to 
purchase Parcel 2 is independent 
of the city’s efforts to purchase 
Parcel 1. Since the city is still 
negotiating for Parcel 1, council, 
with the supnort of Manzi, de¬ 
clined to answer questions on the 
effect of the nurchase of Parcel 2 
on the Parcel 1 negotiations.

To the Editor 

Residents of Greenbelt should 
photograph our city before the 
end of summer as a reminder 
of Greenbelt when Greenbelt 
was green. 

Next June, the landscape will 
be destroyed by the pestilence 
which we passively have allowed 
to come into our midst (as) the 
eggs laid by the few gypsy 
moths seen this summer will 
hatch. Millions of caterpillars 
will devour the foliage. Unlike 
the seventeen-year cicada, the 
cycle continues yearly until the 
trees are killed and the infesta¬ 
tion moves on. 

The damage can be mitigated 
by spraying the hatching eggs 
and pre-adult larvae with a 
growth-inhibiting hormone which 
will prevent maturation to the 
feeding stage. The young cat¬ 
erpillars will simply starve. 
However, this treatment is be¬ 
yond the capability of the indi¬ 
vidual property owner. It is ex¬ 
pensive and must be undertaken 
over a large area. Presumably, 
such an effort would be the re¬ 
sponsibility of those governmen¬ 
tal agencies in which we have 
entrusted our common welfare. 
But unfortunately, present gov¬ 
ernment programs are not ini¬ 
tiated until the infestation 
reaches disaster proportions and 
trees have been severjy damaged 
or killed. 

This letter is to urge each of 
us to write our city councilmem- 
bers and the County executive 
(and the GHI Board, if appro¬ 
priate) to request that emerg¬ 
ency maintenance .. funds from 
each jurisdiction be deferred 
from such projects as over-time 
snow removal and be used for 
spraying next-JMay; and then 
second, if it^isu’t tqo cynical a 
suggestion, to take the pictures 
of a green Greenbelt.

public notice procedure for the 
Greenbelt Metro station and the 
Service and Inspection Yards. He 
took issue with the method in 
which the project was studied 
and with the selection of the pre¬ 
ferred alternative - the 
Station west of Cherrywood 
Lane between the Beltway and 
Greenbelt Road and the yards 
north of the Beltway on Belts- 
ville Agricultural Research Cen¬ 
ter land. 

Jones contends that there 
would be “significant impact to 
non-tidal wetlands associated 
with the preferred alternative.” 
He said, “EPA believes that the 
Adopted Regional System En¬ 
hanced Alternative is a practic¬ 
able alternative.” In addition, 
he proposed studying an alter¬ 
native that places both the sta¬ 
tion and Service and Inspection 
Yard between Greenbelt Road 
and the Beltway. 

Too Late 

WMATA officials point out that 
public hearings on the site for 
the Greenbelt Station were held 
in 1975, 1978 and 1985. Silver- 
berg said that the recommenda¬ 
tion to look for another site was 
“inappropriate” and came late 
in the process. 

Originally the Green Line was 
expected to terminate at the 
northern 1-95/495 junction. La¬ 
ter, an alignment south of Green¬ 
belt Road in Berwyn was endors¬ 
ed for the station while the A. 
H. Smith industrial tract, located 
east of the B&O Railroad, north 
of Greenbelt Road and south pf 
the Beltway, was selected for the 
Service and Inspection Yards. In 
1986 WMATA's board adopted 
the Greenbelt Extension Altern¬ 
ative with the station situated 
south of the Beltway and the 
yards north of the Beltway. 

The Corps of Egineers is 
now evaluating the permit appli¬ 
cations, in particular the yards 
for which funding has not yet 
been appropriated

O’Sullivan Wins Short-Story 
Prize in Regardie’s Magazine

James O’Sullivan says that his problem as a writer is 
that he hasn’t had his stories rejected enough by publishers. 

“People tell stories that ‘the fiftieth time I submitted 
this story it was accepted,’ ” says O’Sullivan • “I don’t 
think I ever got to that fiftieth time.’’ 

Finally, after many years of that O’Sullivan decided to change 
writing (but not selling) his 
stories, O’Sullivan has watched 
his literary career take a new 
turn: a short story he wrote has 
won a fiction contest. 

The story appears in last 
month’s issue of Regardie’s, a 
Washington business magazine. 

“The Eye of the Falcon” tells 
of the high tension generated in¬ 
side a D.C. law firm, and it is 
one of three winners of the 
magazine’s fiction contest. 

The story’s author is a Green- 
belt citizen, already known here 
for his civic work and local news 
reporting. However, when 
James O’Sullivan was born in 
1938, his hometown was Pitts¬ 
burgh. He grew up on the out¬ 
skirts of the city. 

It was a different experience 
than living in Greenbelt, he re¬ 
ports: “There was no defined 
town as there is in Greenbelt; it 
was more a real suburb.’ 

His early love of literature 
and writing led O’Sullivan stead¬ 
ily up the steps of higher educa¬ 
tion: he received his bachelor’s 
degree at John Carroll Univer¬ 
sity in Cleveland, Ohio; studied 
as a Woodrow Wilson Fellow at 
Stanford University; and got his 
master’s and Ph.D at the Uni¬ 
versity of Connecticut, where he 
was a Connecticut State Schol- 
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After that, in 1965, he moved 
to the D.C. area and started 
teaching English here, first at 
Georgetown University, then at 
the Naval Academy. 

It was during one summer be¬ 
tween semesters at the Naval 
Academy that O’Sullivan walked 
into the Annapolis Office of The 
Anne Arundel Times and asked 
whether he could work there 

O’Sullivan had been writing 
for years—he was editor one 
year of the literary quarterly at 
his college—but found a partic¬ 
ular pleasure that summer in 
running around interviewing 
Annapolitans. He would con¬ 
tinue to satisfy his pleasure in 
journalism over the years. 

He and his wife, Judith, mov¬ 
ed to Grenebelt in 1969 so that 
she could study art history at 
the University of Maryland. O’¬ 
Sullivan soon plunged into com¬ 
munity life. In Greenbelt, he 
says, “you can’t help but have 
that happen.” 

So he wrote articles for the 
Greenbelt News Review, worked 
for his children’s PTA, joined 
the Springhill Lake Civic Asso¬ 
ciation, and finally, inevitably, 
ran for city council. 

The candidates in 1973, he 
says, didn’t differ much in their 
objectives “Most people who 
think of running for the city 
council or are on it have a sense 
that Greenbelt has a special 
identity and that we want to 
keep that.” 

When the votes were counted, 
O’Sullivan wasn’t among the five 
people elected. He had lost by 
19 votes. 

“It was one of those things,” 
he says, “where you thought if 
you had just gone out and poun¬ 
ded on doors for one more hour 
you might have found the other 
15 or so votes.” 

O’Sullivan had seen the city, as 
it tried to preserve its identity, 
in the role of a persuader, since 
Greenbelt has no control over 
zoning. It was around this time 


his career into that of another 
sort of persuader, 

“I guess I got interested in 
law because it was a way to 
shape or influence public policy/’ 
says O’Sullivan. He’s les^ sure 
of that theory today, but has no 
regrets over having changed ca¬ 
reers. 

He’s been employed for tne 
past eight years by the Federal 
Maritime Commission, whicfi 
regulates the shipping industry. 
He works in what he calls “the 
commission’s law firm,” advising 
the commission and drafting or¬ 
ders for it. 

His legal writing has never 
interrupted his creative work. 
He’s presently working on a no¬ 
vel which grew out of the short 
story he wrote for Regardie’s. 
Drawing on his legal experience, 
O’Sullivan tells the story of the 
break-up of a Washington law 
firm. 

He manages to find time for 
the novel by setting aside one 
or two hours a day specifically 
to write. He says that one has to 
make one’s literary work “a high 
priority so that you can get some 
writing done every day.” 

Although as an English pro¬ 
fessor O’Sullivan specialized in 
Renaissance literature, his novel 
has a more modern flavor. 

He says, “1 think probably if 
you had to say what would be a 
stylistic influence, it would be 
hard-boiled detective fiction, it 
would be more Raymond Chand¬ 
ler than James Joyce.” 

O’Sullivan hoped his novel’s 
narrator has “a nonsentimental 
approach that I think you find in 
Chandler especially.” 

He’s written two novels be¬ 
fore, and he sent one of them 
to publishers but “only got eight 
or ten rejections,” he explains 
with a laugh, so he stopped sub¬ 
mitting the manuscript. 

His new novel is likely to face 
a brighter future because of tne 
Regardie’s story, but O’Sullivan 
knows he still faces many ob¬ 
stacles. 

“Writing a novel is really a 
marathon race,” he says, “and 
I think you *hit the wall,’ as 
they say in the marathon, at a- 
bout the hundredth page.” 

O’Sullivan hasn’t reached that 
point yet. But in any case, he 
has become more practiced 
through the years in overcoming 
obstacles.

cupants were given the first 
right to purchase and most resi¬ 
dents exercised this option. The 
single family homes were purch¬ 
ased outright. In the case of 
the six-unit buildings, homes were 
sold in sets of three to one of 
the residents. Thus there were 
two owners and four renters in 
a row of six houses. The reason 
for this was that the govern¬ 
ment wanted to ensure that the 
homes would be well-maintained. 
With common roofs, utilities and 
painting requirements, it was 
felt that two owners would a- 
gree on a maintenance schedule 
more quickly than six. If more 
than two people wanted the un¬ 
its, a lottery was held to deter¬ 
mine the purchase. Most single 
family homes initially sold for 
$8900. Now they are selling the 
high '60s and low ’70s, 

In Greendale, strict adherence 
to deed restrictions is common, 
we were told. The village has 
zoning authority over all of the 
land within its boundaries. There 
is architectural control over each 
new subdivision as well as exist¬ 
ing subdivisions. 

Initially, the surrounding un¬ 
developed land consisting of 1100 
acres was purchased by the Mil¬ 
waukee Community Development 
Corporation. MCDC hired El¬ 
bert Peets, the landscape archi¬ 
tect who designed Greendale for 
the federal government, to lay 
out other areas of the town for 
future development. In 1964, M- 
CDC sold its interest to the 
Greendale Land Corporation. The 
community was built up gradu¬ 
ally, along Peets* plan, and it is 
this slow process over the past 
35 years that is credited with 
Greendale's unified development 
patterns. 

The largest shopping mall in 
the state of Wisconsin is within 
Greendale’s boundaries.A small 
industrial park was built 
alonge one border. The or¬ 
iginal business district is 
intact, but is suffering decline 
with a number of closed stores 
including a closed supermarket, 
movie theatre and Village Inn, 
the tavern. The federal govern¬ 
ment built a tavern in Greendale, 
but not a swimming pool. Nor 
does the town have underpasses, 
which were considered too expen¬ 
sive by the time the government 
approached construction in 
Greendale. 

At the heart of the town is a 
flagpole with a statue of a fam¬ 
ily at its base. The sculptor is 
Alonzo Hauser, The statue is in 
need of repair and the village 
fathers were busy at the ban¬ 
quet auctioning off pieces of a 
cake, at $25 to $250, to pay for 
the renovation of the statue. 

As Joe Arnold, professor of 
history at the University nf 
Maryland's Baltimore campus, 
and author of The Greenbelt 
Towns New Deal in the Suburbs, 
stated, “Greendale is a genuine 
American town. Its pattern com¬ 
bining suburban living with de¬ 
tached housing is what most Am¬ 
ericans want.” In design, Arnold 
feels that Greendale is the most 
successful of the three greenbelt 
towns. The charm of its small 
village streets and the consis¬ 
tency of its developnj^nt certain¬ 
ly give one pause to reflect on 
what Greenbelt might have been 
like if only our early residents 
had had the foresight and fhe 
funds to retain more control of 
the land.

What is Bruxism? 


Bruxism is the habitual 
grinding and gritting of the 
teeth. Although occurring 
mainly during sleep, many 
people unconsciously grind 
and clench their teeth all day 
long. The cause is not entire¬ 
ly understood, but tension and 
anxiety seem to be the major 
factors. In children it may 
also be due to tooth eruption 
or intestinal irritation from 
parasites. 

The most common area af¬ 
fected by bruxism is the tern- 
peromandibular joint (TMJ), 
Since this joint controls up 
and down as well as side to 
side movement of the jaw, 
many changes in jaw move¬ 
ment as well as considerable 
pain can result. In addition, 
periodontal (gum) disease can 
be greatly influenced by brux¬ 
ism. 

If you suspect bruxism, see 
your family dentist. He may 
recommend special exercises, 
medication, or a custom-fitted 
bite guard to protect the teeth 
and gums.

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GEAC Approves Rule Changes for Greater 
Input on Planning Questions Facing City

The Greenbelt East Advis¬ 
ory Committee spent much 
of the meeting of Sept. 1 
trying to agree on a recom¬ 
mendation for a change in 
the committee’s rules to 
make the organization more 
effective and its actions more 
timely. 

GEAC operates under a char¬ 
ter from the Greenbelt East Co¬ 
alition of Homeowner Associa¬ 
tions. Under its charter, GEAC 
can formally take no position 
which has not been unanimously 
endorsed by the individual is- 
sociations. This ‘unanimity rule’ 
has in recent months made GE¬ 
AC unable to take a position on 
matters which are of primary 
concern to the eastern part of 
the city. 

GEAC members have discussed 
for sometime the possibility of 
trying- to get its charter chang¬ 
ed. Until the September meet¬ 
ing, however, the majority of 
GEAC members seemed unwil¬ 
ling to support a recommenda¬ 
tion for change. 

At that meeting, Jack Davis 
of Hunting Ridge and David Ly- 
chenheim of Windsor Green re¬ 
ported on events at a recent city 
council meeting where comments 
had been made on the lack of 
input fiom GEAC on a matter 
before the council. The city staff 
recommended not deferring the 
matter further since GEAC had 
had since May to furnish its po¬ 
sition to the city, 

GEAC Chairman Rozert Zug- 
by reinforced these remarks by 
saying that representatives of 
other associations had told him 
that GEAC “appears to be weak¬ 
ening.” Arlene Peterson, sec¬ 
retary of GEAC, pointed out 
that developers are now going 
to individual boards to gain ap¬ 
proval of their proposals instead 
of coming to GEAC, 

Greenwood Village Unconvinced 

Greenwood Village President 
Robert Rudd and Secretary Char¬ 
lene McAdams, who were present 
to hear the debate, expressed 
reservations about changing the 
unanimity rule. Rudd said that 
for him “the bottom line” was 
protection of Greenwood Vil¬ 
lage's interests. He pointed out 
that it is a small community 
whose interests may not always 
coincide with those of larger as¬ 
sociations. He said that he 
was concerned with protection of 
the minority. 

After listening to more of the 
debate, Rudd and McAdams 
seemed impressed with the ar¬ 
guments in favor of the change. 
Rudd said his position was “not 
set in stone." He made two 
stipulations which he said would 
make it easier for him to sup¬ 
port the change: that approval of 
three-fourths of the boards be 
required and that a minority re¬ 
port be attached to the GEAC 
position if dissenting boards 
wished to produce one. 

The recommendation passed 
by the GEAC members incorpor¬ 
ated these suggestions. GEAC 
representatives from four of the 
five member associations voted 
for the recommendation; the 
representatives from Hunting 
Ridge opposed the recommenda¬ 
tion because, Davis said, they 
favored a requirement for ap¬ 
proval by two-thirds of the as r 
sociation boards instead of the 
tougher requirement of three- 
fourths. With the three-fourths 
requirement, approval of four of 
the five current boards would be 


m

needed to allow GEAC to take a 
position on any matter. When 
the number of parent associa¬ 
tions increases to eight, approval 
of six of them will be required. 

The change in the GEAC 
charter will be subject to the 
unanious approval of the five 
association boards. 

GEAC members also agreed to 
set up a roster of residents to 
attend city council and other 
city meetings. 

Positions on Master Plan 

Support for the GEAC posi¬ 
tions on provisions of the new 
master plan for the Greenbelt 
area was not complete by the 
Sept. 1 meeting. Rudd informed 
GEAC that the Greenwood Vil¬ 
lage board had suppored GEAC's 
position in opposition to rezon ; ng 
the school sites in Greenbelt 
East. However, that board had 
opposed GEAC's recommenda¬ 
tion in regard to the extension 
of Kenilworth Avenue and West¬ 
chester Park rezoning. He said 
that the Greenwood Village 
board supported the extension of 
Kenilworth because it would fa¬ 
cilitate travel between here and 
Montgomery County, where a 
number of residents of Green¬ 
wood Village work. 

GEAC had recommended that 
it support the residents of West¬ 
chester Park in their opposition 
to commercial office rezoning of 
two tracts south of their resi¬ 
dences. Rudd pointed out that 
the area in question is not 
the city. He said that 
board members felt that 
commercial development brings 
certain advantages with it — 
for example, increased opportun¬ 
ities for employment. 

Lynchenheim pointed to the 
history of GEAC and said that 
it would be inconsistent for 
GEAC to “say it's GK” to have 
commercial development adja¬ 
cent to an all-residential pro¬ 
perty. Davis noted that one of 
the main concerns for GEAC is 
to fight for green space. Bever¬ 
ly Franks of Greenbriar agreed. 
She said that Westchester Park 
is “a beautiful community” and 
that “we have so little (green- 
space) left.” Zugby pointed out 
that GEAC’s main goals were to 
cut down on commercial develop¬ 
ment and to establish rapport 
with other associations in the 
surrounding area. 

After hearing the discussion,

Carol and two 
other MAYSB members are wor¬ 
king on behalf of that organi¬ 
zation to initiate a public infor¬ 
mation effort on behalf of Youth 
Service Bureaus.

Recycling Program 

Jane Kohler of Hunting Ridge 
suggested that GEAC take the 
lead in getting a rtljrcling effort 
started in Greenbelt East. She 
said she had recently talked to 
William Perkins of the Prince 
Georges Office of Recycling, Per¬ 
kins, she said, was willing to 
work with the residents to get 
the program started. She said 
she thinks the program will be 
mandatory eventually. 

Perkins told the News Review 
later that the county is running 
a pilot recycling program for 
newspapers and aluminum and 
is available to advise other com¬ 
munities on expanded recycling 
efforts. The county supplies 
technical assistance, publicity, 
containers and in some cases fi¬ 
nancial support, he said.

The annual “Back to School” 
meeting of the Greenbelt Center 
School PTA will be held on Wed¬ 
nesday, September 28.

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New Pesticide Regulations 

Pesticide-sensitive individuals 
may receive advance notice of 
pesticide applications being made 
by lawn and landscape companies 
under a new program conducted 
by the Maryland Department of 
Agriculture, according to Secre¬ 
tary Wayne A* Cawley, Jr. Re¬ 
cently adopted departmental reg¬ 
ulations require that commercial 
firm, and public agencies notify 
sensitive individuals listed with 
the department before applying 
pesticides on neighboring pro¬ 
perties, he declares. 

The new regulations do not 
pertain to homeowners using pes¬ 
ticides or to pest control compan¬ 
ies applying pesticides to sites 
other than lawns or landscape 
plants. 

To be placed on the sensitive 
list, a person must complete a 
Maryland Department of Agri¬ 
culture application and provide a 
physicians' certification of docu¬ 
mented sensitivity to certain 
pesticides. For more informa¬ 
tion, call 841-5710. 


Tax Aide Volunteers 

The Department of Aging, 
Prince Georges County is re¬ 
cruiting volunteers as Tax Aide 
counselors to older persons for 
the 1988/89 tax season, to serve 
at tax assistance sites located in 
Greenbelt and other areas.
